Tux May-poles and pageantries on May-Cay, like Il other inno- 
cent sports and pastimes, sre now almost obsolete. It is true that 
we have pageants and procestions still, but only for the sake of 
money are they kept up It is impossible to pase over the day 
without saying а word about its former* " mirth and шетті- 
ment.” 

It was formerly customary on May morning for people, both іп 
tbe country and in London, to rise early and hasten to the 84/44 
snd wash their faces with Мау дет. In the Morning Post of 1791, 
there is а notice of several persons who went into the fields to 
bathe their faces, undér the impression that it would render them 
beautiful. Mr. Pepys made an entry іп Ме — of his wife's 
going down to Woolwioh for the pi of gathering May dew. 

The most innocent and amusing of all May. day sporte, was that 
of dancing round tbe May-pole. Of these there were formerly а 
great many in London; for instance, the Strand May-pole, and 
Gerrard's Hall May-pole; which latter was said to be the club of 
Gerrard the giant, whence the hall took its rame. In every parish 
there was a May-pole, which was regularly greeted оп Msy-day ; 
and speekisg of Gerrard's Hell May-pole, Stowe says, It mi hi 
be, as was the case in every parish, set up every summer before 
the principall house in the parish or streets,” and it sesms “ it 
stood in the halle, before the gorine, decked with hollie aud !vie at 
the feast at Obristmasse.” 

Were it not for Stowe and other historians, we should kaow 
little ot the customs on this aad other of our ancestors. In- 
stead of May-poles we have the dreary gambols and tingel fatter- 
ing squalidaess of the poor chimney-sweepers. 

Something like celebrations of May-day still loiter in more re- 
mote parte of the country, эв Cornwall, Devonshire, and West- 
morelend. 

Besides the before-mentioned custom, they have in Westmore- 
lend a practice every May morning of making folke May goslings, 
whioh is & custom ar to that on the first of April. This custom 
prevails till twelve o'clook at moon, after which time none can 
carry on the sport. And it may be observed, that ploughmen and 
others decorate themselves with garlands and flowers, and parade 
through different towns for their annual collection," which they 
epend in the evening with their sweethearts at the May-pole. 

In many parts, both of Cumberland and Westmoreland, à custom 
of decorating wells and brooks with flowers existe, Which is a 
relio of the Roman fontanalia, religious festivals held in honour of 
the nymphs of well and fountains. 

Stowe says, that in th» moneth of May, the citizens of Londo», 
o! all estates, li;htlie ia every par'sh, or s: m. times two or thre 
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parishes jo'ning together, bad their reverell Meyinges, aud d'd 
fetch in Maypoles, with divers warlike sho with gocd archers, 
morricedancers, and other devices for past'me ail the dey long, and 
towards the evening th-y had etage-pleys and bonfires in the 
ttreetes.

HORRIBLE TRAGEDY.—SEVEN PERSONS MURDERED. 
A HORKIBLE butchery has been committed on а farm near Phia- 
delia the victims being а men named Ouristopher Dealing, his 
wife, four children, an“ hie niece, a young women about twenty- 
tive years old. Tho Philadelphia Ledger ot April 11 says :—" Yez- 
;erdsy, a friend о! Mr. Desriug weut to the house and found it fas- 
tened up. He raised one of the sashes ond entered. No one was 
within, and while the iuterior was not entirely in order, it did not 
exhibit sach unusual disorder sa to orea'e suspicion of foul play. 
‘I'he bern and stable vore then visited, end in the former tbe foot 
«f s man was acon pro:ruiing from under a pile of hoy. The bay 
was removed, sud з ot only was the murdered body of Mr. Dearing 
uncovered, but that of his rie:e aleo. Both were in full dress, 
he having even Lis glovea ov, end Froth bad their beads nearly 
severed from their bodies. The pockets of hie pautaloons had 
been turned inside out, and hie body seemed to have been searched, 
гв if for a шопсу belt. They had doubtless been carried there and 
the hay piled over them 2 prevent immediate discovery. Ide 
bodies of the mother and children were found іп а corn crib attached 
to the bern, and all, ae Mr. Dearing and niece were, with their 
throats out and their bodies concealed under а pile of hay. The 
mother had, in addition, the top of her head crushed in. One of 
tho children was а mere babe, less than two yesrs old. The police 
found an axe which was bloody, and which had evidently been 
used by the murderer. The wopods upon some of the victimg show 
that the throsts had been out with an axe. A careful consideration 
of ail the facts and circumstances led to the gonolusion tha’ the wile 
and children were murdered before the husband and niece got home. 
On what pari of the premises the slaughter took place could not be 
determined. The supposition was that ell the victime had been 
oarried to the places where they were discovered. The disappear- 
ance of the hired шап and of the boy Oornelius led to suspicion 
agsinsi them, and a reward hes been offered for their apprehension.’ 
Á Ister sooount saya, That an eighth person, the boy who was 
suepeoled of having been concerned in the crime, was also mur- 
dered. ‘The farm servant has been arrested. He has confessed to 
the murder of the bay, but sayg that an accomplice (Jacob Youder) 
committed the rest of the butchery.”

MURDER or A POLICEMAN IN DUBLIN —At a quarter past tw«lve 
o'clook on Batorday night Police-coustable Obarlcs O'Neill, 49 D, 
wat cruelly murdered in Piil-lane ia Dablin. 1: appears that as 
the decesten, while on duty, wes going to the asciaiance of some 
female who had been calling for the police, bo met в civilisn end 
two soldiers, gaid to belong to ibo Artillery, running down the lane 
in the direction in which he wes going. The civilian, on аррговор- 
ing the constable, fired a pistol at him, aud the ball entered 
the abdomen. Finding, however, that his victim was not dis- 
abled, be sgain fired, and wounded him іп ihe etomsch, and 
then, in company with his o: mrades, ran away. The de- 
cessed, alibcugh mortally wounded, followed them for а short 
distance, and expired, calling ont, “Stop the murderer!” A 
girl, who had been in the lane st the time, states tbat she heard 
one of the men say, after the ehcte had been fired, “ Kearney, you 
have shot the man; and a beer-houco keeper, named Doyle, who 
bad called the police, alleges that a blacksmith, named Richard 
Kearney, had presented a revolver at her before еһе oalled. 
Kearney is well known to the police, ard hed been prosecuted for 
tearing down а proclamation cfforing a reward for Stephens. On 
Saturday night an attempt was also. mede to drown а constable 
of the E division in the Hoye! Canal. The constable had been on

FRIGBIFUL ACOIDENT ON TAE BRIGHTON 

RAILWAY. 
А FRIGHIFUL s0-ident took plaeas on Monday night, at a quarter to 
ten, on the London, Brighton, and Bouth-Ooagt Railway, near the 
Osterbam Junction. A train du» in London аба quarter to ten 
left the Brighton Btation at eight. It took up several carriages 
from Hastivgs, and theo consisted of from fifteen to twenty oar- 
risges. Up to а short distance past Oaterham Janction nothing 
occurred to cause alarm. At that point, however, some waggons 
laden with chalk were upon the main line, and the approaching 
train came into collision with them The engine ran over an em- 
bankment, whioh ін from forty feet to fifty feet deep; but, 
fortunately, the o.upling irons gave way, and it became 
detacbed from the rest of tbe train, aud rolled to the bottom. 
The first carriage was left tilted up edgeways on the top 
of the embankment, and rewained there. Several others were 
thrown cff the line, aud many of them were much iojared. 
One first-class carriage was completely smashed. At first all was 
confusion. The passengers who were uninjured eicaped from the 
osrriages in which they had bern, but had the greatest difficalty, in 
consequence of the darkness, in ascertaining what bad happened. 
The groans of persone who had been injured were heard, but the 
places where they wera could not bs ascertained. Lights, how- 
ever, were soon procured from the oarriages, aud then it was found 
that a very serious ao:ident had happened. Intelligerc» was at 
once sent to Osterham to the сота of the company st that 
atation, and they, with some navvies, soon camo upon the spot. 
After their arrival the first sight that prerente? itself was a well- 
dressed man, тұздан dying, with his leg uuder the wheels of a 
carriage and his head covore! with blood. He was groaning 
heavily. Loote rails were got snd employed as levers to 
rale the carriage, aud tho injared man was lifted and 
removed insensible by the совета of the company. The 
carriage which had been so completely broken was examined, 
and а lidy wss found undernesth the beck, which bad fallen 
іп, and over whioh lay the whole of the side of the three oom- 
psriments. The side was first removed, and then a number of 
hands sesisted in I'fiing tho bsok. Under it a voice was heard, but 
for а lone while nothing соп! to seen to indicate that any one was 
there Uader a o»ufused heap of broken fragments of the carrisge 
the lady was at length f und and extricated. Mr. Nottage, of 
Tulge-hill, who was a parssnger іп the train, assisted her іп getting 
from the place in whioh sho bsd been buried. It was found, much 
to the surpriso of all pros nt, that eha was entirely uriojared. Mr. 
Nottaga assisted horin orcasicg the line, and in descending the 
embankment to а plaoo of safety. Under a eccond-class carrisgo 
the body of a woman was {ошӣ omelete ly crushed. The engins- 
driver was buried under ih» ет giue, aud was also killed on the spot. 
A lag» number of persons wero found wounded and insensible in 
the carriages, and were removed to tùa house of Mrs. Jackson, at & 
short diatanoe from tho line, whore all the beds were given up for 
the accommo‘dstion of tho wounded) Two Jadfes, who bad re- 
ceived such serious ігіш!22 to the haad that they were nearly ir- 
sensible, came on by the train which arrived at London- bridge a 
little after осо o'clock. There were several other passengers who 
had recsived serious contusions, some of whom had to boaisisted to 
their homer. 

A pastengar who wasia the train states that the ohalk waggons, 
which were the osute of the accident, were scattered by the colli- 
sion in a moct extraordinary manner. Ав already stated, the engine 
of the train wss severod from t^e carriages and fell over tbe em- 
bankment. Tho frtt esriisge waa thrown off tho line snd made 
to overhang the bank. The secoud cairiags in which he fat was 
thrown right across the line and tilted up against the first one. Ho 
had just jal'en rsleep when the collisiou took place, and was sud- 
dealy awoke by being thrown down upon the floor of the carriage, 
and struck with the fragmente. Tha flo ning was rent, aud the 
paititious wero broken. He was thrown violently backwards end 
tuen forwarda, reosiving only a slight injary oa the check. Нә 
feared the wors: had not come, and desoribes the sus;ense which 
followed in an:olpatioa of a final crash as being most egonizing.

three fellow paseengera (a gentleman aud two ladies), to jump from 
the step to the edge of the embankment. None of thom were 
seriously ixjared, though much alarmed. Tho carrisge following 
that describ-d ag smashed to ріөзег, aud from which the lady was 
extricated, strange to say, had been more injured than the two osr- 
rlages before it, and, What is still more extraordinary, its sst of six 
wheels were seen on tho top of & chalk waggon, more than ә 
hund red yaeds in advauco of the spot where the fragments of the 
cariage iiself wore lying Tho engine of the chalk train was un- 
injured, and rot even thro эп off the line.

The effect of impure 
water In diffasing the germs of choleraio poison is gaid to have been 
illustrated by a crucial instance in this metropolis but & few years 
ago. The inhabitants of a certain street had been in the habit of 
using & neighbouring pump, the water of whioh, though brilliant 
and sparkling, was found, on examination, to be highly charged 
with noxious matter. The cholera came, and carried cff numerous 
viotims in this street, all of whom had drunk of the fatal water ; 
bat this in ішей would not have been conclusive. It heppened, 
however, that а person who had once lived in that street, but was 
then residing in 8 healthy suburb, was regularly supplied with the 
same water in bottles, preferring it to any other. This person also 
dled of cholera, and was the only person attacked with it in that 
locality. The coincidence, if trae, is indeed marvellous, but the 
alleged cause has been shown by abundant experience to be per- 
feotly capable of producing the alleged effect. There is still time 
for our boards of health and municipal bodies to prepare valuable 
safeguards against the approach of cholera. There are spots іп 
almost every town which medical men could point out as the 
favourite haunts of fever and consumptiou, and in nine cases out of 
ten reasons could be assigned for their unhealthiness. To these 
pots attention should first and at once be directed, for they are the 
T through which, if enywhere, the cholera is sure to find 
entrance.

The permanent deputationg of the 
nobles waited upon him to obtain his consent to be enrolled in the 
book of nobles. Komissarof gratefully accepted the offer, and in

THEATRIOAL LIOENSES AND REGULATIONS. 
Tun committee of the House of Commons appointed to inqutre into 
the state of the law affecting theatrical licenses and regulations re- 
assembled on Monday, Mr. Goschen, M.P., in the chair. 

Mr. Smith, lessee of Astley's Theatre and Cremorne Gardens, 
was first examined. He deposed that he thought the present system 
of licensing theatres worked well The music-halls did not suffer 
from the system, but, on the contrary, the theatres did. The taste 
was at present more in fevour of musio-halls than theatres, because 
риро preferred the former as they could sit down and enjoy the 
performance while they drank their grog, smoked their pipes, and 
coald bave achat. There ought to be some check on tome of the 
musio-halls, in which performances were produced that were čis- 
graceful.
